The Majestic Is Put Out of Action by , 


Forts Along Strait— Report Failure 


of Bombardment. 


Constantinople, April 
19.—Another 
British battleship was put out of ac­ 
tion and a British subm arine was sunk 
by the Turkish forts 
guarding the 
Dardanelles when the 
British cratt 
again bombarded the fortresses guard­ 
ing the waterway to Constantinople. 
This news was contained in an official 
statem ent issued here. 
The 
British 
battleship 
Majestic, 
which has been shelling the Turkish 
forts for two days, was struck three 
limes by shells from the advance bat- 
leries and was compelled to withdraw 
from the battle zone. 
The Majestic was replaced by the 
battleship Swiftsure. 
The bom bard­ 
ment of the allied craft has done lit­ 
tle dam age to the fortress, says the 
Turkish w ar office. 
The subm arine E-15 was sent to the 
bottom east of Karanlik and three of­ 
ficers and twenty-one of the crew of 
thirty-one 
were 
rescued and m ade 
prisoners. 
The official statem ent of 
the operations against the Dardanelles 
forts follows: 
“On the afternoon of April 14 tho 
English battleship Majestic bombard­ 
ed a land position near G abs Tcpea, 
on Saros bay. The fire was returned 
aud the Majestic was forced to retire. 
•‘On the following afternoon the Ma­ 
jestic attacked our advance b atter­ 
ie*, hut was •tru ck three times. Th* 
warship retired and was replaced by 
the British battleship Swiftsure, which 
continued the bom bardm ent without 
result.

enemy torpedo boata

London, April 19. — British t r o o p s 
have begun a strong aggressive cam ­ 
paign near Ypres, Belgium, in co-op­ 
eration with the French offensive in 
Alsac e and eastern France. 
The German war office in its ►state­ 
ment on the progress of the war ad­ 
mits the loss of positions near \’prc3 
and also in Alsace. 
The attack of the English opened
